‘Before making assessments the assessors shall give notice 
in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifications in: some 
public place in Town or shall notify them in such other way at the 
Town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them a true and perfect list of the polls and all their estates, real 
and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they 
were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any 
resident owner, after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he 
is thereby barred of his rights to make application to the assessors 
as County Commissioners for any abatements of his taxes unless 
he offers such lists with his application and satisfies them that he 
was unable to offer it at the time appointed.

Repairs—Report of Trustees 


~The School Committee considered for some length the de- 
‘mands presented by individuals previous to the meeting and the 
total pupil attendance at the present time. The larger lower 
classes and the entering group of eighteen for the first grade next 
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fall will increase the teaching load to a figure above the state 
average. In addition to these factors there is demand for the 
return of the subprimary. 


These conditions create a housing problem for the near future; 
making use of the central room as a tentative solution might be 
permitted but would not be acceptable for a long range program, 
additional construction is inevitable. Your Committee has con- 
tacted the trustees with this problem. 


To care for the needs as well as possible the Committee are 
submitting a double budget for consideration at the regular meet- 
ing, that the citizens of the community may have the responsi- 
bility of community problems. If this program were introduced 
immediately following the annual meeting it would be possible 
by careful planning to separate the subprimary group this spring 
and entering subprimary of next fall. 


The repairs for the year should be returned to the trustees 
as all work on the building is their responsibility and especially 
so if changes are to be made to satisfy the needs of the additional 
educational program if approved. 


’ The heating and lighting factors are not satisfactory as now 
installed in the central room. 


During the past year several changes were necessary in the 
personnel, Mr. Frederic Carlton replaced Mr. Ellsmore who re- 
signed before the opening as he would receive military call during 
the year. Mr. Linwood Whitney replaced Mr. Trevains, who 
moved out of town. Mrs. Ray Neal replaced Mrs. Martell and 
Mrs. Freeman Herbert replaced Mrs. Pysarchyk on the school 
committee. These last appointees serve until the annual meeting, 
there they are voted in office or replaced according to the desire 
of the community. 


The chairman of the school committee, Mrs. Doak, Mrs. 
Huntley, teacher of the lower grades, and Mrs. Thurzie Poland 
remain: to efficiently do their respective duties with their new 
co-workers: 
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The appearance of the school might be improved very much 
if it were possible to arrange for some extra work such as removing 
rocks, plowing and smoothing the grounds at the close of the 
year. This could be done by community donations of time and 
machinery, or, if necessary, by additional repair appropriation. 
This is suggested as community actively. 


The interior of the building received a much needed second 
coat of paint and shelves constructed in the storage room. The 
third project, the light for the grounds has not been installed 
although the electrician was engaged for this purpose. 


The balance of the fiscal year was created by two factors, 
the increased subsidy by special legislature and a drop in tuition 
rates of nearby secondary schools. 


In closing may I extend a word of appreciation to the Com- 
mittee, teachers and others with whom I have worked for the 
success of your program. At this time I would also encourage all 
parents to have their young people in school as regular as possible. 
They receive the value of a good program only while under its 
effective guidance.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Town of Waldo 

Today, it is common practice for every car owner to take his 
car to an expert for routine servicing and checkups, and to make 
repairs promptly in order to forestall unexpected accidents, and 
breakdowns. In fact, some very conscientious individuals seek 
out a garage mechanic every time a rattle develops. In general, 
it is considered good practice to keep the car in good condition 
and the owner realizes the result in top performance by the car. 

How many of us apply the same good practice to ourselves? 
Do we secure regular physical check-ups, have minor defects 
corrected promptly? Do we go to our family physician, make use 
of our local facilities, contact the public health nurse, or do we 
just keep putting it off and think that “we can’t afford it this 
month?” These days, with the progress in medicine, more and 
improved clinical services, public health nursing services, and 
good community cooperation, it would seem that all people can 
and should enjoy maximum health. 

Do you know about the health facilities which exist in your 
town or neighboring towns? Do you know what health activities 
occurred in your town this year? The following are some of the 
activities which you provided in which the public health nurse 
participated: 

4 Child Health Conferences. Infants and pre-school children 
made a total of 54 visits to the conferences. 

Many of you participated in the Community X-ray Survey 
that was held in Belfast in the spring. 

The special clinic services were used by a number of adults, 
school and pre-school children. 33 home visits were made. 

It is hoped that School Immunization Clinic can be held in 
the early part of 1955.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Waldo has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 5, 1954. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the various town Officers. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
analysis of available funds and expenditures. The result of the 
year’s operations revealed that expenditures exceeded available 
funds by $626.47 and is summarized as follows:

The Department of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted by statute except in certain instances where 
emergencies arise in highway activities and then only to the extent 
of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $793.43 was reconciled with the bank 
statement furnished by the First National Bank of Belfast. 

Transactions affecting taxes, tax liens and tax acquired 
property were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with 
the balances shown on the records of the selectmen. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
revealed that an increase of $4,473.01, as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This increase was due principally to a higher tax 
levy. | 
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Expenditures for the same period increased $5,596.17 which 
was reflected principally in the highways and bridges and ed- 
ucational accounts. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the departmental accounts revealed that 
the unexpended balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
totaled $3,136.11, which for the most part represented educational 
account balances, (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $2,000.42" a de. 
crease of $626.47 for the year. This change was occasioned by 
the excess of expenditures over available funds. 


Trust Funds - 


The examination of trust funds revealed the fund prineipal 
of $500.00 and unexpended income of $20.24 were represented by 
a time deposit in The First National Bank of Belfast. 


General 
The transfer of excise tax monies to the roads and bridges 
account was authorized by a vote of the townspeople. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. Available funds and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies retained by the collector. Letters of verification 
were used to determine the accuracy of tax and tax lien accounts. 
Insurance and bond coverages were examined. 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 5, 1954, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.
